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Applicant's arguments filed on 10/14/05 have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant's argunnent that neither Busskohl nor 
Lester teach or suggest a die cast holder having a saw blade permanently cast therein is not persuasive. Claim 1 simply recites, "the 
blade holder is cast around a tail of the saw blade." Busskohl teaches a holder body 17 that is attached to the tail of the saw blade 13. 
See Fig. 1 in Busskohl. Lester also teaches a blade holder 42 that is attached to the tail of a blade 40. It appears that the blade holder 42 
is cast around the tail of the blade 40 in Lester. The portion of the shaft 44 that Is located within the blade holder 42 defines the tail of the 
blade 40. See Fig, 4 in Lester, The blade holder 42 is cast around the tail 44 of the blade 40. Applicants' argument that there is no 
evidence that collar 42 is caste around the cutting tool in Lester in not persuasive. The collar 42 appears to be cast around the tail of the 
cutting tool 40. In addition, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
produce the collar and the cutting tool as a single piece, since it has been held that forming in one piece an article which has formerly 
been formed in two pieces and put together involves only routine skill in the art. Howard v. Detroit Stove Works, 150 U.S. 164 (1893). 
Furthermore, the blade holder functions the same whether is cast around the tail of the saw blade or is secured by a securing means or 
any other means to the tail of the saw blade. The method of fabrication of the connector and saw does not add any critical structural 
limitations to the claim. In fact, applicant discloses that the blade holder can be cast around the tail of the blade or it can be detachably 
attached to the tail of the blade. See Figs. 1-3A and 7 of the instant application. In addition, the use of blade holder that is cast around 
tail of a saw blade is old and well known in the art as is evident in Derbyshire (3,935,889). Derbyshire teaches a blade holder 17 which is 
cast around a tail or tang 12 of a saw blade 10, See Fig. 1-7 and col, 2, lines 1-15 in Derbyshire. 
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
